ABOARD THE SHUTTLE OVER 
CLEVELAND MUNICIPAL AIR- 
PORT, Sept, 2.—Following a se- 
ries of unforeseen mishaps which 
twice delayed our non-stop endur- 
ance refueling flight between New 
York and Oakland-San Francisco, 
Lieut.. Bernard Thomson and I 
finally left Mitchel Field yesterday 
morning at 7:35 o'clock, New York 
daylight time. 

We are going to fly The Shuttle 
back and forth across the conti- 
nent until either we or the machine 
Rive out. Refueling stations have 
been arranged = at Cleveland, 
Omaha, Neb:, Cheyenne, Wyo., and

Zround as we circled over New 
York City at 7:50 a. m., but it was 
clear overhead as we turned the 


nose of The Shuttle into the west 
aided’ by a slight wind off the 
southwest. We were on what we 
hoped would be the most success- 
ful refueling flight ever attempted. 

Thomson was at the controls 
when we took off from Mitchel 
Field so at 9:35 o’clock after see- 
ing everything was all right I de- 
cided to take a nap. At 10:80 
o'clock I awoke to find we were 
bucking into a 15-mile an hour 


wind with Bellefonte still ahead 
of us. We are flying at 8000 feet 
but we are actually hot, as we 
dressed for comfort over the high

‘this congress to begin murdering 


one another, this will be due in no 
small measure to co-operation 
among scientific men of all nations 
in their common work. And it 
may be that psychology, the child 
among the sciences, and the United 
States, the child among the na- 
tions, shall lead them. ‘The ob- 
jects of the sciences are more 
ideal than the objects of the 
churches; their practices are more 
Christian.” 

To describe, understand and con- 
trol human conduct is the object 
of psychology, the recent progress 
of which was related by Dr. Cat- 
tell. As the first occupant of the 
first chair of psychology in any 
American university, as the first 
to make psychological measure- 
ments of individual differences— 
the first of the now widely used 
mental alertness or _ intelligence 
tests—Cattell is the dean of Amer- 
ican psychologists. 

Prof. I. Pavlov Present. 

Even conditioned reflexes most 
often associated with the name of 
the great psychologist - physiolog- 
ist, Prof. I, Pavlov, who is heresas 
2 member of the first Soviet del- 
egation to such a congress, were 
first described by Cattell, formerly 
professor of psychology at Penn- 
sylvania and Columbia, now editor 
of Science and president of Science 
Service. 

Fifty years ago, so far as psy- 
chologists are concerned, America 
was like heaven, Cattell explained, 
“for there was not a damned soul 
there.’ Since then this country, 
despite the fact that America’s 
psychologists number less than a 
1000, has developed a science, both 
descriptive and applied, of human 
nature and behavior the like of 
which did not issue from Euro-

Philosophical 
generalization comprised psychol- 
ogy before America furnished facts 
and methodical observations, «.me- 
rica’s psychologists have been those 
who ask “How and what for?” 
rather than exclusively ‘“Why?,” 
Cattell explained. 
“The Baby of Sciences,” 

Psychology dates back to primi- 
tive man and his speech, habits and 
customs, Yet psychology in its 
scientific phase is the baby of sci- 
ences. Cattell assigns a dual rea- 
eon: The complexity and inability 
of human behavior and the cir- 
cumstances that it is easier to sat- 
isty needs and control behavior by 
altering the environment than by 
altering individuals, 

“The motions Jf the solar sys- 
tem since its beginning are less 
complicated than the play of a 
child for a day,” Cattell declared. 

America’s progress was citcd as 
an example of environment alter- 
ation. “By increasing economic 
production,” he said, “we can do 
more forthe welfare . people than 
Ly teaching them to be virtuous 
and wise. In America we have con- 
structed a great civilization, not by 
trying to be civilized, but by ap- 
plying invention and organi- 
zation and exploitation of natural 
resources.”’ 

Judging Student’s Progress. 

His experiments of effort, fa- 
tigue, learning and variation in hu- 
man performance were begun by 
Cattell in 1886. He has published 
little on his extensive researches. 
Today he presented a method of 
judging a student’s progress which 
is considered much more exact 
than the opinion of the teacher. 
In the school task is learning 
words of a foreign language, rec- 
ords are kept of the time required 
to learn a given number day after 
day. The student competes against 
himself, attempting to do better to- 
day than he did vesterday rather 
than striving to head his class. 
Keeping of continuous scores and 
curves of games played for recre- 
ation, such as bridge, chess, bil- 
liards and tennis, was advocated 
by Cattell as a means of making 
the games interesting in them- 
selves and thus making gambling 
superfluous. For the last four 
years he has made these experi- 
ments on himself and he presented 
the results to the congress with 


the observation that in spite of the 


fact that millions of people daily 
play these four games there has 
heretofore been no scientific inves- 


tigation of the effects of or vari- 
ability in performance.

GAS ENGINE HEART OF 
NEW DEFENSE PLANS 


Aim Is to Avoid Ghastly Cost 
of Great War oy Mechan- 
izing Armies. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Scan 
the technical military publications 
of any big nation a decade and 
more after the close of the world 
war and two things common to 


them all will leap to the eye. 

They are: 

(1) That the ghastly cost of 
that struggle in human casualties 
was an unforgettable lesson. 

(2) That every power is hoping 
to avert similar human wastage 
in future wars through mechaniza- 
tion of its armies. 

The gasoline engine was the 
greatest contribution of the age 
to peaceful human pursuits which 
saw it brought to perfection. Now, 
the gas engine is the instrument 
with which military scientists 
everywhere are seeking to cut }.is 
blood cost of future w.rs. 

Whether it be in combat ships 
at sea, or in air, or in tank fleets 
on land, in means of transport for 
men or guns or supplies, always 
the effort to write the lesson of 
the great war in modern equip- 
ment to meet any future war emer- 
gency revolves about gas engines. 

France, backing up her power- 
ful air fleets, maintains, ready for 
instant service, more than 2000 
tanks. England has spent and is 
spending millions on army me- 
chanical plans. The United States 
has more than 1000 of these crawl- 
ing, deadly monsters of the battle 
field. 

German engineering ingenuity is 
busy with tank designs—tanks she

In the United States, with the 
rolling bulwarks of the Atlantic 
and Pacific to guard from over- 
night invasion, no effort to mod- 
ernize the war built tank equip- 
ment has been made. Instead a 
dozen or less new designs in fast 
tanks have been turned out for 
experimentation.

GERMANY'S BOUNDARY 


LINE STILL UNFIXED 


Czecho-Slovakian Demarcation 
Remains After Many Intricate 
Disputes Are Settled. 


By the Associated Preas, 

BERLIN, Sept., 2.—Ten years 
after the treaty of Versailles finds 
land surveyors still busy fixing 
Germany's new boundaries, with 
some more years of work in front 
of them. 

Boundary commissions appointed 
by the Allied and Associated Pow- 
ers, assisted by a German commis- 
sion, labored for fixe years after 
the peace on laying down the new 
frontiers. They surveyed andl 
marked about 2000 miles of Ger« 
man territory along the French, 
Belgian, Danish, Danzig and Polish 
borders and in the Saar _ region, 
Afterwards the Lithuanian frontier 
was fixed, but there still remains 
the intricate’ German-Czecho-Slo- 
vakian demarcation to be settled. 

A boundary that is in course of 
preparation between Prussia and 


Czecho-Slovakia, replaces. old 
treaties with Austria and Bohemia 
dating from 1848, 1862 and 1869. 
A great number of encalves on both 
territories have to be abolished or 
exchanged, and each side is jealous- 
ly watching lest the other obtain 
some undue advantage. The final 
adjustment the Bavarian-Cecho- 
Slovakian and Saxon-Czecho-Slo- 
vakian borders will probably take 
some years longer. 

Polish boundaries were found to 
be the most difficult of all to ar- 
range, as a whole series of laws 
had to be drafted governing the 
control of the Oder, Warthe and 
Hetze basins. Germans bitterly 
complain of inadequate access to 
the Vistula and the impossibility 
of keeping up dike protection for 
the low-lying land around, under 
the present arrangements. There 
is much local antagonism on both 
sides of the border.

Some Speed. 


CCEPTING the official frac- 
tional timing of Saturday’s 
big races at it’s face value, 
one reaches the conclusion tHat 
thoroughbred racing is not de- 
teriorating. In the Crete Handi- 


cap at Lincoln Fields, won by 
Misstep, some of the _ fastest 
horses of the year met at six 


furlongs. The time for the en- 
tire distance was excellent, 
1:11 2-5. But the fractional time 
was still more interesting. The 
time given out was 451-5 sec- 
onds for the half mile. which is 
exactly one second faster than 
the American record for a haif 
mile race. Investigation revealed 
this time to have been given out 
wrong. It was (:461-6. Even 
this is remarkable and equals 
the American record, 


This was made in an event for 
older horses. The half mile regis- 
tered by two-year olds in the 
Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, is 
equally interesting. This race was 
at six and one-half furlongs. At 
the half mile, the time for the 
juveniles was 46 seconds flat. or 
one-fifth of a second under the 
American record. 

To appreciate this time one 
must look into the record of 
America’s greatest race horse. 
Man o’ War. Fron his perform. 
ances we learn that only once in 
his career, in a race at ANY 
distance, did he ever travel! the 
haif mile in as good as 46 sec- 
onds. 


For sheer speed, then, we 
know that Boojum, winner of the

ber. There are several conferences, 
including th Pacific Coast, which 
do not allow their members to 
start football training until Sept. 
15. but the thump of shoe leather 
propelled by many a muscular limb 
against the inflated pigskin will be 
heard today throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. 
Many teams are starting out with 
high hopes of doing great things 
on the gridiron and many a youth 
will feel that he has a good chance 
of demonstrating that he is a sec- 
ond Red Grange or a Jim Thorpe 
before the season is over only te 
meet disappointment. Some unher- 
alded teams with seemingly little 
chance of making much of a rec- 
ord will likely be so well handied 
and so skillfully coached that they 
will attract national attention and 
many new stars wil] like shine forth. 
And it is well that these facts 
should be true because it is the 
uncertainties and the upséts of 
dope and the surprises which go to 
make the gridiron game so popu- 
lar. 

Good Material Availablic. 
A few years ago it was a common 
thing to hear coaches complain of 
lack of material and while it seems 
to be rather an epidemic with 
coaches: to belittle their chances of 
success there was in former years 
good grounds for their pessimism 
in many cases because good foot- 
ball material was scarce and there 
were hardly enough capable candi- 
dates available to fill up the de- 
pleted ranks caused by the gradu- 
ation of a good percentage of every 
team each year. This year we hear 
very little complaint from the ma- 
jority of football camps because 
there is more good material avail- 
able in nearly every schoo] and 
college than there ever has been 
before. 
This is so because more boys are 
playing the game than in former 
years, the coaching is better in the

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schools and more good football 
boys are going to college than was 
the case a few years ago. As a re- 
sult there are enough sturdy foot- 
ball recruits available at most in- 
stitutions to rebuild the shattered 
ranks of last season caused by 
graduation or ineligibility. It is 
rather refreshing to note that from 
most football coaches and institu- 
tions there is being sent out to 
their followers and the public a 
feeling of optimism rather than the 
usual pessimistic wails. All this 
augers well for a very interesting 
season. The caliber of football 
played throughout the land fg 
bound to be of higher class than 
ever before; the competition keen- 
er and the game more evenly 
fought. 

Not only has there been a greater 
interest and an increase in football 
knowledge among the young men 
who are playing the game but the 
interest of the public has been in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds as 
evidenced by the enlargement of 
stadiums and the building of new 
ones to accommodate ever-growing 
crowds. 

Wili Take Away Thrills. 

The fans are naturally wonder- 
ing what effect wil] the changes in 
the rules have upon this game this 
year. The one important change 
in the rules which will, aifect the 
game most is what is known as 
the “fumble rule.” This rule pre- 
vents a defensive player frem run- 
ning with the ball after he has re-

covered a fumble by the team at- 
tempting to advance it. Tne tean 
fumbling cap still advance it. When 
this change was announcey by the 
rules committee last winter a howl 
went up from sport writers who 
tried to convey the impressjen that 
the rules committee war taking 
thrills from the game and making 
it jess interesting to the spectators. 
That criticism was made in many 
cases because sport writers are 
aware of the fact that as a general 
proposition rule changes have be- 
come very unpopular with the pub- 
lic and they wanted to make a hit 
with their readers by catsring to 
and agreeing with that genera! 
sentiment, and not because their 
criticism was based On sound rea- 
son. This change was frecom- 
mended by the membere of the 
American Footbal] C‘oeches Asso- 
ciation almost unanimouriy and 
the desirability of the change was 
unanimously agreed for by the 
Rules Committee afte: thorough 
consideration and veflection from 
all angles and it is reusunable to 
suppose that footbai! coaches and 
the Rujes Committee, the men 
most interested in the welfare of 
the game and the men wito know 
it more thoroughly than anyone 
else are not likely to make a move 
which would- harm the game or 
take away the iuterest in it. 

The new rule will of course take 
away the thrill of seeing « player 
occasionally pick up a fumbled ball 
‘and run the lengtn of the field 
with it for a touchdown and per- 
haps in that way snatcr victory 
from a better team but it will pro- 
vide many additivna: thrilis owing 
to the faet that tenme wil! take 
many more chancer and execyte 
many more intricate plays because 
the danger of being scored upon 
where these plays go wrong is now 
removed, On clever tuneuvers 
and many trick play« it is neces. 
sary in most cases that the ball 
change hands severa] imes before 
the play is completec and such 
plays have heretofore been taboo 
because of the fumtle menace. 

No, the change wil oot take 
away thrills but rather add to them 
and we cun be much surer that the 
better team is not go'ng te lose the 
game through accid ‘nts or flukes, 
which is by no means a bad thing 
for the game.

Nothing Has Changed the Lead- 
ing Factors in Monetary 
Outlook, Review Says.

* LONDON, Sept. 2.—Nothing has 
changed the leading factors in the 
monetary outlook, which are the 
American Stock Exchange and 
trade activity, Germany's continued 
borrowings abroad and France's 
big externa! valances. 

Uniess the first two factors 
should be completely changed 
quickly, which is unlikely, and un- 
less the Bank of France should 
take steps to check its gold im- 
ports, it is considered that nothing 
can prevent a rise in the British 
bank rate this fall to at least 6% 
per cent. 

The middle of last June the Bank 
of England was able to show a net 
gain of gold of nearly 11,000,000 
pounds. Since then more than 365,- 
000,000 pounds has been with- 
drawn, mainly for France and Ger- 
many, and there has-been a net loss 
of above 28,000,000 pounds over 50

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—wWith 

respect to a foreign move towards 

retaliation against the United 


States tariff, the official reports 
show “considerable smoke but lit- 
tle: fire’’—the discussion of it has 
been practically confined to the 
press, publicists and trade organi- 
vations. One nation, Spain, how- 
ever, has officially indicated a 
threat in a note to the State De- 
partment in which: it proposed ab- 
rogation of the present Hispano- 
American most favored nation 
agreement. But the foreign repre- 
sentations from more than a score 
of other nations have been chiefly 
expressions from trade organiza- 
tions and industries of dissatisfac- 
tion with the proposed American 
duties. 

Prospective tariff retaliation is 
not a problem which concerns the 
commerce officials interested in 
promoting American export trade, 
for the present at any rate, so 
much as the elimination of trade 
restrictions promulgated by foreign 
nations against United States 
goods. As illustrations, they cite 
the restrictions on the importation 
of American automobiles now in 
effect in several countries, includ- 
ing Austria, Poland and (Czecho- 
Slovakia, and the film quotas which 
have been considered by a number 
of nations. 

The Commerce and State De- 
partments are both hopefu) that 
these trade restrictions will soon 
ze discarded by the 18 leading 
world nations which subscribed to 
the 1927 Geneva convention and 
protocol on the abolition of import 
and export prohibitions and re- 
strictions. Only a few of the na- 
tions have ratified the convention. 
It is now before the United States 
Senate. The two departments take 
the position that the ratification of 
the convention by all the 18 nationy 
by next year would mean a notable 
step to trade progress for the 
world. Assistant Secretary Klein 
of the Commerce Department has 
described the abolition of these 
trade barriers as “a most promis- 
ing method of bringing about 
heaithier conditions in the eco- 
nomic world.”

Baptist Fundamentalist Institu- 
tion Was Scene of Riots 
Last Spring.

Unlike France and Belgium, England's 
farms, factories, mines, cities and art 
treasures were not destroyed and tes 
of thousands of her civilian population, 
women and children, killed and maimed. 
France and Belgium repaired most of 
this damage unaided. But their war 
debts, pensions, maimed, blind, etc., had 
still to be taken care of. And they do 
not forget that Germany suffered no 
land damage and canceled most of her 
indebtedness with repudiated paper 
money. 

We got none of the reparations and 
only a few ships for the hundred billion 
dollars that the war will cost us when 
over half of the money lent by us to 
the allies, for which we canceled repay- 
ment, is included. We will pay every 
dollar in full with interest that we owe. 
Generous-hearted England wanted us to 
remit all the allied indebtedness due us, 
to loan them more and keep on assisting 
them. She begged off 20 per cent of 
what .she owed us, takes 67 years to pay 
the femainder and gets a lower interest 
rate than we are paying. Snowden-like, 
she declined to consider our former Sen- 
ator Reed’s proposal that she repay with 
her fortified islands in the West Indies, 
which are a menace to our canal proper- 
ties in Panama and Nicaragua. She got 
another “pound of flesh’’ out of our 
“easy-mark” Congress.

It is hoped to achieve a sit- 
uation in which the producer and 
the buyer of farm commodities 
Inay meet on equal terms and in 
in. which the laws of supply and 
demand and the cost of production 
may have an appropriate  influ- 
ence. 

To Achieve Maximum Results. 


“I do not believe Congress in- 
tended to create another Federal] 
agency with duties overlapping 
those of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Such a course would 
weaken one or both. I do believe 
Congress expected that the Board 
would supplement some parts of 
the work of the department. 1 
know that the firm conviction of 
both the Board and the depart- 
ment is that they exist solely to 
achieve the maximum of results 
for agriculture. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
is fundamentally a great scientific 
research department. It is also 
a great service institution. The 
laws which created it cast upon it 
the duty to collect and to diffuse 
useful information. Congress has 
delegated to it the duty of enforc- 
ing a number of regulatory acts, 
such as the packers and stock- 
yards, food and drugs, grain fu- 
tures, etc It remains true, never- 
theless, that the fundamental func- 
tions of the department are re- 
search—the finding of the. ele- 
mental facts and laws of biology 
and of economics regarding all the 
branches of agriculture and its 
activities—and the dissemination 
of the knowledge of those facts 
and laws to those engaged in agri- 
culture.

190,000,000 Acres Would Be 
Transferred by U. S. Under 
Hoover Plan.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—If 
President Hoover’s plan for trans- 
ferring public lands to the states 
meets the approval of the commis- 


vor in Congress, 190,031,722 acres 
of jand will be placed in the hands 
of the states. 

The greater part of the area is 
in states west of the Eastern Colo- 
rado and Wyoming border. Nevada, 
where 53,410,938 acres, or 71 per 
cent of the entire State, is public 
domain, will be most greatly af- 
fected.

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PILOTS INSPECTED 10 
RESIST SPEED STRAIN 


Doctors Concerned Over Abili- 
‘ty to Endure Six Miles a 
Minute in Trophy Race. 


By the Associated Press. 
RYDE, Isle of Wight, Sept. 2.— 
British pilots who will compete in 
the Schneider cup race have been 
as carefully inspect*d as the en- 
gines of their planes during the 
weeks of training preceding the 


contest. 

The pilots, in fact, have been 
considered as physiological and 
psychological power plants which 
must function with extreme effi- 
ciency and i2sillency under’ the 
strain of terrific speeds. 

Only a few years ago there were 
medical autnorities who doubted 
the ability of a human organism 


to stand up under speeds as great 
as 300 miles an hour; but that 
mark aiready has been passed, and 
experts will be surprised if this 
year the seaplane classic fails~ to 
develop speeds of at least six miles 
a minute. 

Nevertheless the medical re- 
search staff of the Air Ministry has 
been keeping an exceedingly close 
watch on the high-speed team. The 
flyers’ diet has been carefully 
worked out, and for weeks they 
have denied themselves stimulants 
or tobacco. 

Pilots tell of “black moments” of 
consciousness momentarily lost and 
almost immediately recovered; the 
immediate recovery, of course, be- 
ing the only reason for'\their being 
able to talk about it later. It is 
the medical officer’s task to make 
a fatal ‘black moment” less likely. 
If the pilots think at all about 
the gloomy predictions formerly 
made as to man’s incapacity for 
six-miles-a-minute speed, they do 
not show it, as they “shoehorn” 
themselves laboriously into the ex- 
tremely narrow cockpits of their 
planes.

BERLIN, Sept. 2.—S. Parker Gil- 
bert, Agent General for Repara- 
tions, announced last night that 
Germany made all payments*fully 
and punctually in the fifth and 
final year of the Dawes plan which 
ended yesterday. He said that 
transfers had been made under the 
plan without disturbing the sta- 
bility of German exchange. 

The Agent General received from 
Germany about 2,500,000,000 gold 
marks (about $625,000,000) includ- 
ing two payments in completion of 
the fourth annuity year, of the to- 
tal, about $353,000,000 were made 
in foreign currencies and about 
$258,000,000 by means of Reichs- 
marks payments in Germany. 

At the end of the year a cash 
balance of about $59,200,000 was 
in the hands of the agent general. 

Approximate payments during 
the year were as follows: 

France, 302,660,000; Great Bri-
